diſcouraged, 1s not for the Honour & Intereſt of the Eng - 

liſh Nation, 1n as much as the People there are generally 
Sober, Induſtrious, Well Diſciplin'd, and apt for Martial Affairs ; 
ſo that he that is Sovereign of New-England, may by means thereof, 
(when he pleaſeth) be Emperour of America : Neverthelets, the whole 
Engliſn Intereſt in that Yerritory has been, of Late, in apparent 
Danger of being loft & ruzmed, and the Miſeries of that Penple by an 
Arbitrary Government erected amoni them, have been, beyond ex« 
preſſion great. 

The Original of all which has been the Quo Warrants iffued ont 
againſt their Charters, by means/whereof they have been deprived of 
their ancient Rights and Priviledges. 

As for the Maſſachuſers Colony { whoſe Patent beareth date from 
the year 1628 ) Therewas in the year 1683, a Quo Warranto, 
and aſter that, in the year 1684, a Writ of Scire fucias againſt them, 
and they were required to make their Appearance at We/tminſter in 
Ottober, which they knew nothing of til] the month hefore, fo that. 
it was 1mpoilible for them to anſwer at the tims appointeg; yet 
Judgment was entred againſt them. 

Fixmouth Colony, after they had enjoyed their firſt Government a- 
bove threeſcore years, (without ſo much as a pretence of Mitrnvern. 
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T5 a Colony ſo coniiderable as New- England is, ſhould be

devolved in this difficult Conjuncture, into the Hands which the Na- 
tion and World knew to be apt for the greateſt undertakings, and 
fo ſuitable to the preſent Ex1gency of our Caſe. 

That they promiſed the utmoſt Endeavour, which in their Stati- 
ons they are capable of affording. for the promoting the excellent 
and delireable Ends, for which his Highneſs had declared. 

That they added their Continual fervent Prayers to Almighty, 
for the Preſervation of his Highnels's Perſon, and the Succeſs of his 
future Endeavours for the Deſence and Propagation of the Prote- 
{tant Intereſt throughout the Chriſtian World. 

That they ſhould all moſt willngly have choſen that for the Sea- 
ſor, of peying this Duty to Fs Highnets, when the Lord Biſhop: 
and the Clergy of London attenged his Highneſs. for the like purpoſe 
{ which ſome of them did, and which his Lordſhip was pleaſed con- 
gefcendingly to make mention of to His Highneſs ) had their No- 
Lice of that intended Application been fo early as to make then 
more general Attendance poſſible to them at that time. _ 

That therefore tho they did now appear in a QiſtinCt Com- 
pany, they 4:d it not. on a diſtinCt Account, but that only which 1« 
-ommon to them an4 to all Proteſtants.

t infirmities hindred from coming with them, yet they concurt- 
ed 1n the ſame grateful Senſe of our Common Celtiverance.
